There is no such glorious re 
ality mentioned as existing on earth 
again till we come to the record of 
the new earth in Rev, xxi, but a great 
und unceasing conflict between God 
and His and our great adversary, the 
devil, to whom we are introduced In 
today's lesson It is interesting to 
(note thit we have the besinning of 
his record in Gen, iif and the end 
ithereof in Rev. xx, the third chap- 
ter from the end of the Bible. In 
this lesson we have the first mention 
of the devil, of unbelief, of sin, of 
suffering, und also of a deliverer, a 
redemption and a great restoration 
An understanding of this chapter helps 
greatly to understand the whole Bible, 

This great adversary is described in 
Rev. xii, 9; xx, 2, os the great dragon 
that old serpent, called the devil and 
(Satan, wao decciveth the whole world. 
He ia also called the god of this 
world, the prince of the power of the 
jair, the spirit that now worketh in the 
|children of disobedience (IT Cor, ty, 
)4; Eph, fi, 2). The whole world is 
}said to be under his control (1 Jona 
iv, 19) The Lord Jesus said of him: 
|The prince of this world cometh and 
jhath nothing in me. (1 John xiv, 30), 
{In this his first Appearance = aftgr 
j Adam was given the dominion over 
jthe earth he used the serpent, walen 
was then evidently the wisest and 
probably most beautiful of all creat- 
;Ures beneath man, afterward condem- 
hed because of this partnership to g> 
!prone on the earth (verse 14). 

Notice in verses 1 to 5 that in the 
devil's first recorded utterance: Yea,

truly repent, our Lord tells us that

}you; depart from Me. (Matt. vil, 22, 
|23). Verse 6 reminds us of 1 John, 
| 2-16, the lust of the flesh, the lust of 
!the eyes, the pride of life, ali of whiea 
jure of the world and not cof God, 
‘With all that they needed all fullness 
jfrom the hand of God, Adam and Rve 
fell, But with hunger and loneliness 
junder the same temptations, the last 
{Adam resisted the devil and overcame 
‘him. 

By the same sword of the Spirit 
}we may overcome (Eph. vi, 16, 17).

would, This is the first “afraid” in

To boys and 
girls and homely folk in the sixpenny 
and threepenny gallerv he {s as joy- 
ous and ever-ready a friend ag to his 
richest patrons in the boxes or the 
stalls. 

At the same time, in his own home 

and to his uwn pebple he is an exact- 
ing but ever-welcome taskmaster. 
. All through these weeks of prepara- 
tion, how many thousands of boys and 
girls—principal and otherwise—car- 
penters, stage hands and choristers 
have been working night and day at 
King Pantomime's behes‘! But lie is 
a@ paymaster as well as a taskmaster. 
Many a despairing Christmastide {3 
made bright and prosperous by the 
little fairy wage-earner, who helps to 
make both ends meet and ‘to have 1 
merry time into‘the bargain. 

On the whole, said a_ well-known 
manager yesterday, pantomime is » 
god-send to the profession. It brings 
work to just the people who want It 
most, at the time they want it most. 
It is hard work, of course, especially 
as the final rehearsals draw near an! 
cold work sometimes, waiting about 
in a draughty theatre at all hours. 
But hard work breaks no bones. How: 
ever much other people may grumble

| On the other hand, pantom!me has 
lits disadvantages in some directions. 
|While it is u shower of gold for the 


{well-known music-hall comedian and 
welcome enough to the average comic 


man, the ‘serio’ and chorister, the leg- 
itimate actor, if he does not happen 
{to be in an established London suc- 
cess, has a poor time of it . With pan- 
|tomime in possessfon at the principal 
|theatres in all the principal towns, it 
lfs natural that for these few weeks 
there are-a terrible number of able 
actors and actresses who hapnen to 
be resting. disengaged, and at liberty. 

Some of them, of course, can man- 
|age to adapt themselves to the need 
of the moment. But for the tragod- 
\fan and the heavy man, who has am- 
bitions and no particular “popularity, 
pantomime does not hold out much 
hope. There is the demon king, cf 
course. Many a fine actor has ban 
only too glad to get his ‘ine or tw’ 
in the prologue and disappear through 
the trap till the end of the eveninc. 
But there are not always enough de- 
mon kings to zo round among the lin 
dreds of piayers entirely qualified to 
play them. 

Still, take them all round, pa tto- 
mime does jittle else but good to ihe 
theatres. Jt fills the house day after 
day, night «ter night, and the peuzie 
who go to ihe pantomime are prei:v 
sure to come egain for a play. It 
pits money in the pockets of the man- 
agers—when it doesn’t do the opposite 
-and supp:ies them with capital ‘or 
farther <nterprise,

To tho 
public outside of his own country he 
is known particularly for his happy 
marriage with Princess ‘A’exandriny 
the eldest daughter of the Grani 
Duchess Anastasia of Mecklenburg- 
Schwerin.

fon of Italian paintings—one of the 
finest in private hands—and housed 
them at Ca’ Capello, his residence in 
Venice, In his will he stipulated 
that on the death of his widow, whic. 
occurred last month, they should be re- 
moved from Venice and sent to the 
National Gailery. Sir Charles  Hol- 
royd, director of the gallery, is now 
in Paris, after a visit to Venice to 
make an inventory of the collection. 

The public movement calling upon

tures to London is gaining powerf1l 
support in artistic and political cir- 
cles. :
